One of the bandsomeet Improvements 
made in Maysville the past year in the 

building line was the remodeling and en 
Urging of the St. Charles Hotel, on Front 
street, west of Market. The house was 
not only enlarged and remodeled, but 
was practically reconstructed and has 
beea refitted aad reloraiahad through- 
oat 

Viewed from the C. and 0. or from the 
paasing ateamera on the Ohio the new St. 
Chariea'praaente a moat a t trae U ve ap- 
pearance. It in now a three-story build- 
ing, having a tfonl ol pressed brick with 
atoae trimmlaga aad wiadowa of plate 
glass. In tbe center a large half-octagon 
bay window from the second story up 
adds to tbe architectural beauty of the 
front. These windows are twenty feet in 
width, and light up two of the latgwt 
and best appointed sample roonu for 
commercial travelen to be fooad la any 
hotel la the Ohto▼alW^ Za adftHon to 
these there are two Other lai|» aample 
rooms, on first floor.

The building has a frontage of sixty- 
six feet, with the main eatraee in the 
center, and ladiee* eatiianee' joat east of 
it. In the reconstruction of the office a 
neat tiling floor waa put down, a hand- 
some patent sectional steel ceiling pot 
on and it was furnished with artn ehaire 
and rockers, making it aa bright and aa 
cosy aad eoailoatable tf iileee aa oae can 
find.

The windows in each room are bung 
with lace curtains, and pretty steel en- 
gravinga ornament the walls in every 
room, tbe papering and painting beiagia 
keeping with the other appointmeata.

Near tbe side entrance on the alley a 
hydraulic elevator baa been put in which 
can be used either for passengers or for 
handling heavy t>aggage.

The rooms throuKbout are provided 
with the latest system of electric call 
bells, with aaawerlag bell. Whea a tell 
is sent in from any room, the clerk 
presses a button corresponc^g with the 
nuinber and immediately another bell in 
the room lets the guest know hia call has 
been received and will be anawered.

brick addition has been erected, 20 by 25 
feet in dimensions, to be used as a laun- 
dry.
